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Tue troubles of Corea Lave been at- 
tributed in great part to the character 
of the Chinese Resident Mr. Yuen Shi- 
kai, Ho is believed, whether acting 
under orders from Li Hung-cbang, or 
of his own motion, to be much too fond 
of interfering in all affairs of State, in 
the country in which his functions are 
supposed to be only diplomatic, and the 
Japanese journals, to whom his inter- 
ference is especially odious, are never 
tired of accusing him of being at the 
bottom of all te difficalties that arise 
between their countrymen and the 
Coreans. The Nichi Nichi Shimbun hus 
just published a memorial which Mr. 
Yuen has lntely addressed to the King 
of Corer, and its modesty and intelli- 
gence certainly would disincline the 

















impartial reader to believe all the ill 
that has been written about its author. 
It is true that Confucius bids us to 
remember (hat “fine words and an ins 
sinuating appearance are seldom as- 
sociated with true virtne ;” and it may 
be that Mr. Yuen's actions as Chinese 
Resident are much more prejudicial to 
the State to which he is accredited than 
his words, Evenif this be true, there is 
80 much good sense in the memorial, 
thatif it has really been been sent to the 
King, and the latter can be persuaded 
to take it to heart aud act upon it, 
Corea would soon enter on a better 
course. Mr. Yaen begins by tolling 
the King that during his five years’ 
residence in the country, be has watch- 
ed affairs closely, and cannot help 
seeing that, thongh in 1881 the King 
was industrious and devoted himself to 
the welfare of the country, Corea is 
now in a state of disorganisation,” and 
the whole sitaation is as dangerous as 
that of an egg suspended by a slender 
thread.” It would not be fair to blame 
the Ministers for this, as that would be 
confounding the innocent with the 
guilty. The true cause lies in this, 
that, while the Government is really 
desirous to promote the welfare of 
the country, their efforts are frns- 
trated by the interference of cer- 
tain narrow-minded persons who poi 
son the royal mind by their pern 
ous eloquence. Kim-ok-kiun, the pre- 
sent exile to the Bonin Islauds, the 
leader in the coup d'état at the end of 
1884, was the head and frout of these 
plotters, aud when be was driven from 
the country, Mr. Yuen thought that 
tranguillity was permanently evolved 
out of chaos, and that the warning that 
the King had received would prevent 
his paying any more attention to the 
plottings of malcontents. ‘The resident 
kept on warning the King until his 
tongue became distended and his lips 
parched, forgetting that his influence 
was weak and his natural parts insigni- 
ficant, and thet his empty words would 
be of no avail. It will be seen that 
Mr. Yuen’s language justifies the re- 
mark that he makes later on that his 
“nature is artless and that he is used 
to speak frankly and in a straightfor- 
ward manner,” aud we can well under- 
stand that the poor King is not happy 
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with such a persistent mentor always 
at his side. Small wonder that he 
prefers to listen to small-minded per- 
sous who approach bim with flattery 
and adulation. That the King has per- 
mitted Mr. Yuen to maintain his post 
at Seoul for five years, shows how com- 
pletely he feels himself under the thumb 
of Chiva, If the King continues to 
listen to these small-minded persons, 
Mr. Yuen will “ask their forgiveness 
by forfeiting his eyes and cutting out 
his tongne,” if they do not plange the 
Government into disorder and confu- 
sion, To avert these dive results, the 
Resident suggests ton urgent measures 
of State which the King should adopt 
at once, remembering that effective 
medicines are bitter to the taste. In 
the first, Mr, Yuen would certainly, to 
jndgo by a recent telegram, he backed 
up by Mr. J. Russell Lowell, for it is 
that the Miuisters of State should be 
appointed from hereditary houses. As 
they are all already provided with rauk 
and wealth, they can devote themselves 
to the promotion and perpetuation of 
the safety of the country and dynasty ; 
even if incapable of striking achieve- 
ments, they will at least keep the coun- 
try from corraption; and if there is 
anything doubtful about them, the 
King had better not appoint them, 
which is a very safe recommendation. 
‘The second suggestion is that minor 
officials shonld be kept in their place; of 
this class, Mr. Yuen has much the same 
opinion as ‘Tennyson's new-style Nor- 
ern Farmer has of the poor; it “in 
a loomp, is bad.” Such mon must be 
Kopt in departmental offices: they are 
inteut on their own self-interest, and 
“exhaust every torm of flattery and 
evory device of cunning, and in extreme 
cases, they will not scruple to sell their 
country.” The third suggestion is as to 
the distribution of power. Even the 
sages Yao and Shur allow that no one 
manean governa whole country himself; 
tho King should only keep the supreme 
control in his own bands, and allow 
competent officials to manage the busi- 
ness of administration, Tho King’s 
next duty is to recover the hearts of 
his people, not by mensures of petty 
benevolence, but by wide reforms, taken 
up gradually, aud the appointment of 
proper governors of provinces, ‘This 
ie perhaps an allusion to the recent 
sale of governor-ships which was in- 
duced by the poverty of the exchequer, 
and reminds us that though China 
is a despotism, her rulers are taught 
that they exist for the people, not 
the people for them. The removal of 
suspicion is the next thing needed ; the 
King should appoint officials he can 
trast, and trust them when he has 
appointed them. Then economy is 
urgently necessary ; the public money 








has been wasted of late with nothing 
to show for it, pablic buildings have 
been erected and steamers bought; 
expenditare good in itself, bat not 
urgently required in the present condi- 
tion of the country’s finances. When 
we get to the seventh suggestion, wo 
find that the small-minded people are 
still ronning in Mr. Yuen’s head, for 
the section is headed, the Selection of 
of Advisers, aud its parport is the 
undesirability of allowing unscrupulous 
persons to get possession of the royal 
enr, and the necessity of choosing 
righteous counsellors, The difficulty of 
such advice is, that it is of no practical 
use to the King, unless it means that 
Mr. Yuen himself is to be the judge of 
the righteousuess of the proposed coun- 
sellors. Section 8 is auother very 
general recommendation ; that rewards 
and panishments shall be properly dis- 
tributed. A very important suggestion 
follows, that Corea shonld remember 
that China has been her friend for cen- 
taries, and everything will go well with 
Corea, if she keep on intimate terms 
with China, ‘The last suggestion is that 
tho managementof foreignaffairs should 
be entrusted to a proper person, that 
the foreign policy of the country should 
be wniform and consistent, and every 
affair of State be settled by the Minis- 
ters in Council, so that no secret plots 
will be possible. Who the designated 
foreign Secretary is, is uot stated, but 
we may be sure that it would be a 
nomineo of Li Hang-chang; and pro- 
bably Corea could uot do better than 
follow the guidance of China in ber 
foreign relations. ‘The sketch which 
we lave given is enough to show that 
Mr. Yuen is too modest when he says 
that his memorial is “narrow in con- 
ception and unpractical in nature.” If 
Corea goes wrong now, it is not for 
want of good advice; and this advice 
has ove merit that is often wanting, it 


is backed by the power of China.

‘AFFAIRS IN COREA FROM 1882 TO 1834. 


Tue historiette of affairs in Corea 
between 1882 and 1884 by Lieutonnut 
Foulk, of the United States Legation 
at Seoul, which we published lately, is 
supplemented by two despatches from 
General Fuote to the Secretary of State. 
These give an ncconut of the occnr- 
rences on the night when Min Youg Ik 
was attucked aud wounded, apparently 
as the first step in therevulution of which 
the progressive party were the soul. 
‘Phe story told by General Fuote dues not 
materially differ from the acco 
the émeule which we published soon 
it had occurred. Bat for the sake of 
ce we now give Ihe more material 
parts of the despatch of the United 
States Minister, ‘There is n 
thenticity about it which gi greater 
weight than attaches to the relations of 
outsider, In the first deapatch, dated 
the 5th December 1884, General Foote 
says i—Wo are in the midst of a political 
revolation, It was innagarated lust 
evening by the attempted nesnesination 
of Min Yong Ik, lately one of the envoys 
to the United States, It occurred at a 
dinner party, which wae 
by Hong Yong Shik, vico-minister of 
the embassy to the United States, 
‘here were present Puk Yong Hio 
brother-in-law to the King ; Kim Hong 
Chip, president. of the Corenn foreign 
office ; Kim Ok Kinn vioe-Prosident ; 
Vou Millendorff, superiniendant of 
Customs; myself, my seoretary and 
interpreter; W. G, Aston, Her Britann’ 
Mujesty’s Secrotary of Legation, and 
several other minor officials, As the 
dinver drew to a close au alarm of fire 
wasgiven and nearly all the guests with- 
drew from the table and went out of 
doors ur to the windows to view the 
which seemed near at Land. Per- 
ceiving no immediate dauger I returned 
with the president of the Corean foreign 
office and several others to the table. 
A moment thereafler Min Youg Ik 
entered the room, bis face and clothing 
covered with blood which was stream- 
ing from seven or eight ghastly wounds. 
The utmost consternation ensued; the 
Curenn offivials, divesting themselves 
of their officint robes as they ran, rushed 
to the courtyard which was already 
half filled 6 aud servaute, 
At this moment a shot was fired, and 
the entire crowd precipitated themselves 
over the rear walls and disappeared,

ANCIENT ARCHERY, 


An interesting pamphlet on Ancient 
and Modern methods of Arrow releare 
has beon sent ue by the Essex Institute 
of Salem, Magsnchuasotte, Iu ia tho 
production of Mr, Edward S, Morse, 
Direotor of the Penbudy Acndemy of 
Scionce, who enys that his interest in 
the subject was Grst aroused by the 
method of arrow shooting of a Japaneso 
fries Up to that time Mr. Morse 
had not been aware that there wae 
more than one way of properly handling 
80 simple ard primitive a weapon ua 
the bow and arrow, but he found the 
Japanese practice in every way different 
from the English, In the English 
practice the bow must be grasped with 
the firmness of a emith’s vice; in the 
Japanese it is held as lightly as pousi- 
ble; in both cases, however, it is held 
vertically, but the Huglish rest tie 
arrow on the left of the bow, while the 
Jupanese place it on the right. There 
are other differences, as in the nee of a 
ganrd of leather on the inner and lower 
part of the arm by the English, while 
uoue is required by the Japanese; the 
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English grasp the bow by the middle, 
but tho Jupaneso grasps it near its 
lower third and discharges the arrow 
from this point, This altogether unique 
method the author considers probably 
arose from the custom of the archers 
in feudal times shooting in a kneeling 
position from behind thick wooden 
shields which rested on the ground. 
These dissimilarities extend to the 
mothod of drawing the arrow and re- 
lonsing it; the Euglich draw the string 
with the tips of the first three fingers, 
the arrow being lightly held between 
the first and second fingors, the relense 
being effveted by simply straightening 
the fingers and at the same time draw. 
ing the hand back from the string ; in 
tho Jnpanese method of relense the 
string is drawn baok by th hentihumb, 
the forefinger aiding in aolding the 
thumb down on the string, the srrow 
being hield iu the croteh wt the junction 
of the thumb fivger. 

‘The nuthor classifies the releases of 
tho arrow into: Primary, that which 
ohildren adopt all the world ever in 
first using the bow and arrow, nud that 
ia grasping the arrow between the end 
of the straightened thamb and the first 
and second juint of the bent furefi: yer. 
he Ainos of Yeso aso thi 
and so do some American Indians, 
The second aud third relenses nro 
modifications of the first and are used 
by Indinne and, in the caso of the 
third, by the Siamese, ‘The oldest 
rolengo ia unmed the Mediterranean by 
the author; it has beon in vogue 
among the northern Mediterranean 
nations for centuries and among the 
southern Mediterranean nations for 
tons of ceuturies, Almost, if not all 
Buropean nations have ased it, aud it is 
tho velense practised by the E-quimaox 
of Point Barcow, Cumberland Sound, 
Engst Cupe Siberin, and the Little Au- 
daman islaud, a tolerably wide sweep 
and erubracing very diasimilar peoples. 
Tt cousists in drawing the string back 
with the tips of the first, second, aud 
third fingers, the balla of the fingors 
clinging to the string, with tho terminal 
jointe of the fingers slightly flexed, 
while the arrow is lightly held between 
the first and second fingers, the thumb 
straight and inaolive. Of course there 
were variations in tho using of the 
release, but the main features of the 
mothod were retained all over Europe. 
Tu one form of it three and in the other 
two fingers were used, aud English 
authorities say that the latter is the 
better reiense, though three are gene- 
rally made uso of now a days, It is 
to be found in auciont Asayriau and 
Egyptian sculptures, and is believed to 
have beon in use in Greece long before 
our era, In the Eyyptinn drawings and 
fresones the earliest releases depicted 
fare {hose on the tombs of Boni Haasan, of 
the time of Usurtasen I, which, accord. 
ing to the chronology of Professor 
Lepsius, dates 2,880 B.C. and the Medi- 
terranonn releaseis unmistakeably shown 
in them, Bat over a thousand years 
lateriu the lime of Seti I—B.C, 1,259—

lease is shown, The attitude of Mon. 
golian and Japanese archers vividly 
recnlls these sealptnres, Probably an 
explanation of the change may be found 
in the statements of Egyp ologists Uhat 
Seti I. was occupied early in h 
with wars in the East and in resisting 
the incursions of Asiatic tribes, aud 
from them he may have adopted the 
more vigorous relense practiced hy the 
Asintics, ‘I'he Mongolian release is to 
hold the arrow at the junction of the 
thnmb and forefinger, the base of the 
finger pressing the arrow against the 
bow, the thumb being protected by ® 
guard of some kind. ‘The Manchus, 
Chi ese, Persians, and Turks use « thick 
Tupanono a glove of tro Ginger 
andathumb, The Mongolian release 
is pructised by Coreans as well as by 
the nations alrendy mentioned, ‘The 
author says that the Chinese classics 
sbonnd in references tonrehery and hae 
no doubt that the relense na practiced 
toeday is identical with the relense 
ase 3,000 yonra ago, an opinion which 
he fortifies with the fullowing quotn- 
tions from Dr, Legge’s translation of 
the She King

‘The remarkuble persistence of certain 
forms of arcow-relouse among various 
uations leads Mr, Morse to believe 
Unt in identifying the nfinities of past 
races the method of using the bow 
may form another point in establishing 
or disproving relationships, and another 
clue may be got as to the date nnd nature 
of fragments of sculpture representing 
the hand, “The peculine attitude of 
the archers might lead to the inter. 
pretation of armless aintues.” ‘Che 
author wishes farther information as 
to archery in various countries. Even 
in Chinw archery has long been used 
more for show in the military examinn- 
tions than for service in battle, and occn= 
sionally a Correspondent in the coautry 
describes the strength and deftness of 
the archers, or a paseing reference to 
thom may be made in the Pekiny Gazelle. 
In provinces distant from the coast. 
hows and arrows ctill form the arms of 
considerable bodies of the troops and 
militin, but in a few generations more 
they may have as a wenpon of warfare 
much the same effect on the Chiuese 
General of the future ns they had two 
centuries ago on the excellent Dagald 
Dalgetty. Emperors of China in a 
distant future may retain archers among 
the fancy corps of their Court, just as 
Queen Viotorin has her company of 
Scots Gentlemen Archers of the Body 
Gaard. Aud there is so much grace in 
archery that it is not likely to drop 
out of the amusements of ladies aud 
gentlemen 



























WAS CONFUCIUS A GREAT MAN? 
Conrucius las been usually called a 
great man, aud all the Chinese regard 
him as such, But the claim has been 








denied because the affatus’ of ‘postio 








genins did not descend apon him, nor 
was he gifted with a high creative 
imagination, The translator of the 
classics into English, Professor Ligge, 
of Oxford, refuses to allow that Con. 

ins was great, But we muy still 
clnim that he was great if we distin. 
guish between the grentness of moral 
inflaence and the grentness of literary 
genius. Confucius was great like Luther, 
becanse he made a firm stand for morals 
aud gathered the whole uation round his 
banner, He lind uo idea of any other 
greatness than this, Guethe achieved a 
uew greatness in Germany us Voltaire 
didin France. ‘This sort. of intellectual 
Greatness cnunot be attributed to Con. 
fucine, but he sneceeded in persunding 
the people of Chinn to oume at his cull 
and admire old examples of resplendent 
virtue, as he desired to do. ‘hia was 
true grentnese, Though he bad nob 
the religious spirit of Luther, nor hia 
poetic fire, nor bis theological zeal, yet 
he was uble like him to witness succese~ 
fally against prevailing errora and 
bring the uation back to the love of 
P ve antiquity, The influence of 
Confucias is a striking faot ns showing 
that morality is a power among men of 
the iret order. Daring two thousand 























years thre has been no serious’ asanult 
on his authority, He ins been and is 
still the unerowned King. 

If Confucius had received the afflatus 
of poetry he would have failed to secure 





im for bis 
moral grentnese, Chii Yuen who camo 
uot long after him combined in bim~ 
self the characters of puct and patriot, 
and succeeded in culling out towards 
hinelf the sympathy of posterity in a 
wonderful degree, He introduced a 
new style of literary composition and « 
uew field for tho imagination, The 
poets of the Han dynasty followed in 
his footsteps and developed what he 
began. ‘Ihe people of China delight in 
keeping Lim in momory in the dragon. 
bont festival, becnuse he touched their 
bearts, Bat no Chinese would claim 
that this poot rose to the eminence of 
the uncrowned King, Nor would it be 
olnimed for Li T’ai-peyalthongh sines the 
eighth century he has been the favourite 
auiong the poste, Chinese poets lave 
not us a oluss impressed the untion with 
t. senso of their greatness, as the poets 
of Europe have done, The Chinese 
think much of Li T’ai-pe but not so 
much by far as the Greeks thought of 
Homer, Aischylus, Sophocles or, as 
modern Europe thinks of Shakespeare, 
Daute, and Milton. There is uot 
8 sufficient field in the limited space 
oooupied by a Chinese poem for 
the display of the highest literary 
power, aud there is proof here of a 
deficient supply of that power on the 
part of the Chinese asa nation. This 
is a pity, for there is nothing they are 
more fond of tau versification and 
they have thousands of good lyrics, 
Perbaps foreign scholars have never 
doue justice to Chinese pootry.

ordivary career of military men like 
Alexander, Comme and Napoleon has 
nealed Uke untions of the West and 
they hnve thought far more of th 
comets with their transiont splondours 
than of the eternal stare which are 
emblems of goodness, purity, and truth, 
Compared with Europe, C 
quiet sphere, Ou the stage of Chinese 
history there line been lees to dazzle aud 
confuse. ‘There have been fewer mili- 
tary comets and fewer mien of g 
in this country, who could shuke the 
quilibriain of the critioal judgment, 
Yue people of this land are content 
with moral greatness, ‘They do not 
see why # poot’y skill or a philosopher's 
acumen should be thought equal to the 
power of the mun who can wake uations 
happy and keep them in the paths of 
virtue, who condemns the wrong-doer 
aud strives to hold all things in the 
plices, We ought therefore to modify 
our mode of jadging of Confucine, and 
estimate him by the services he ren- 
dered to his country of a moral and 
eusbtantial kind. He taught what a 
good prince should do, aud what makes 
the happiness of a people. He pre- 
served the aucient literature aud made 
it a basis for the educstional inetitn- 
tions of the country. He became the 
roligions and moral guide of his uation, 
aud it ia with the founders of religions 
that he has to be compared. Ou ao- 
count of his aim, work and influence, 
we ought to call Lim a great mau.

AUSIRACT OF PBKING GAZEITKS. 


October 20th.—No documents of import- 
ance. 

October 21st.—(1) A Decree acknowledg- 
ing receipt of a Memorial from the Grand 
Secretary Yen Ching-ming, who represents 
that his duties are so onerous that he fears, 
now that his leave is over, he will not be 
equal to the burden, and begs that he may 
be relieved of his more important functions. 





‘én Ching-ming having now recovered 
from his malady there is no occasion for him 


to vacate the office of Member of the Grand 
Council. 

(2) A Memorial from the Governor of 
Honan reporting that he has held the usual 
periodical examinations of the officers under 
his jurisdiction who are required to submit 
to this ordeal. 

By an enactment of the Board of Civil 
Office, all officers of the grade of Prefect, 
Sub-prefect, Department or District Magis- 
trate who have attained that rank by pur- 
chase or merit through the grade of w 
passed student or of student of the Imperial 
academy, together with all petty officials, 
are required to undergo examination. ‘This 
examination has to be held irrespective of 
the fact of whether or no they hold sub- 
stantive posts, are expectants of office, or 
are employed on special service. Prefects, 
Sub-prefects and Magistrates are tested by 
an essay and are further required to satisfy 
their examiners that they understand the 
principles of criminal law, taxation and all 
other administrative matters, after which 
they are subjected to vivd voce interrogation 
with a view to guaging their capacity and 
classifying them accordingly. Petty offi- 
cials are tested with a proclamation or 
judicial verdict, and those who cannot 
understand the sense of these documents 
are required to write down their lit li, or 
official record of antecedents. Their hand- 
writing being tested, they are questioned 
as to the meaning of characters and their 
capacity is guaged in the same manner 
as that of Prefects and Magistrates. 

In Honan, this examination used to be 
held once a year, but the Memorialist’s 

redecessor, With the sanction of the 

‘hrone, arranged for monthly examinations 
instead, with a six-monthly report to the 
‘Throne. 

‘The Financial Commissioner now reports 
that during the six months ended with the 
sixth moon of the present year, twenty-five 
oflicers altogether presented themselves for 
examination, who were duly and strictly 
examined by the Memorialist in the usual 
manner. The Sub-prefects and Magistrates 
gre evidence of understanding the written 
language as tested by means of an essay, 
but none of the petty officials were able to 
draw up a proclamation or judicial decision. 
‘They succeeded, however, in writing out 
their official record without mistake, and 
showed an intelligible knowledge of the 
characters when called upon to explain 
them verbally. The capacity of none of 
them was suificiently indifferent to place 
them in the fourth grade, nor were there 
any too incapable to be classified at all, 
but on the other hand there was not one 
fit to be called first class. The following 
is the classification which has been awarded : 

Class 2. Sub-prefects, 1; Magistrates, 2; 
petty officials, 

Class 3. Petty officials 7. 

A list of these officers has been duly 
forwarded to the Board.

‘Formosa has always been the producing 
ground of camphor and sulphur, the surrep- 
titious preparation and sale of which by 
the people has been the cause of constant 
fights and disturbances. Lin Wei-yiian, 
sub-Chancellor of the Grand Secretariat 
now assisting in the subjugation of the 
aborigines, and the}Tao-t‘ai Lin Chao-tung, 
have now therefore suggested that these 
commodities should come under official 
management and the profits be applied to 
supplementing the expenditure incurred in 
the pacification of the aborigines. 

‘The Memorialist would observe with re- 
ference to this proposal that 2s comphor 
had long, been orked by, Li Shan-én. 

‘oreign ‘Trade deputy and ex-expectant 
Prefect of Chékiang cashiered, in addition 


























to his other duties, this deputy was called 
upon to consider with Ting Ta-i, expectant 
Prefect, regulations for dealing ‘with cam- 
phor and sulphur in order to reap the 
benefit of the natural products of the earth, 

In reply to this instruction they reported 
that the production of camphor in Japan 
has been very lange of late, and that the 
value of camphor in Hongkong was falling 
day by day. If its production were placed 
under official management, a profit could 
be made of from two to three dollars a 
picul, the annual amount capable of pro- 
duction in Formosa being ten thousand 
piculs. 

Formosan sulphur, they said, was parti- 
cularly good. Some years ago, Shén Pao- 
chéng, late Governor-General at Nan- 
king, obtained His Majesty’s sanction to 
the removal of the restrictions upon its 
production and the preparation thereof 
for official use. It has been therefore 
dealt with under special rules for man; 
years, each picul, the cost price of which 
is one dollar, being bought by the Govern- 
ment authorities for three dollars. ‘The 
annual production is from six to seven 
thousand piculs, of which, however, only 
one thousand piculs is of fitst class quality 
and is all absorbed for Government use, 
‘The remaining three thousand odd piculs 
are simply lying useless and deteriorating 
‘as stocks accumulate, for the authorities 
will not use it and it cannot be exported 
80 long as the prohibition against the com- 
modity as an article of trade is continued. 
Hence, not only is there a deplorable waste 
of money, but a very wide sale of it could 
be found, as over 1 iculs of sulphur are 
disposed’ of annually in Hongkong and sent 
to Nanking and Tientsin, where it is used in 
staining palm-leaf fans and straw hats, the 
steaming of cakes and the manufacture of 
fire crackers. Formosan sulphur being of ex- 
cellent quality, it is surreptitiously prepared 
and not unfrequently exported by dishonest 
peop's although home produced sulphur 
was not allowed to be exported, Japanese 
sulphur was allowed to be sold, while 
illicit preparation of home sulphur could 
not be put a stop to. If rey earn 
therefore, were made for placing the trade 
under management, although the profits 
obtained would not be great, they would 
bring some slight addition to the funds for 
the pacification of the aborigines. 

In summarising the gs a se the 
Memorialist points out that by authori- 
sing the sale of camphor and sulphur by 
the authorities, and their export under 
certificate, an annual profit could be made 
of over $30,000 which could be gradually 
increased with increase of production and 
efficient management. He accordingly so- 
licits sanction to the adoption of the pro- 
posals made and prays that His Majesty 
will remove the prohibitions at present 
laid upon the sulphur trade. 

Rescript: Let it be as requested. The 
Board concerned will take cognisance.

in Shantung. 

He states that the two officers sent to 
Shantung to procure 237,512 catties of salt 
petre, the amount required for 1886 at the 
various producing districts, have found it 
impossible to get supplies owing to the 
flooded condition of the country ; one of the 
officers moreover has had to send in his 
resignation in consequence of the death of 
‘ parent. 

‘There has been annual trouble and delay 
in the provision of this saltpetre from 
Shantung. Previous to the opening of Can- 
ton and Foochow to foreign trade, saltpetre 
had to be bought in Shantung as it was 
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an absolute necessity for military require- 
ments, but after foreign trade was estab- 
lished, foreign ships used constantly to 
bring it, and so deficiencies from Shantung 
could be supplemented By i paces on 
the spot or in Hongkong. In view of the 
difficulties now experienced in finding ealt- 
petre in Shantung and its high cost and 
Inferior quality a8 compared with forei 
quality and value, the Memorialist would 
suggest the expediency of purchasing the 
supply for 1887 from foreign sources. He 
therefore proposes not to send a second 
officer to replace the agent who has had to 
go into mourning, but to recall the deputy 
ent and to have the funds they took with

‘Yen Ching-ming has always been earnest 
in his conduct of public business, patiently 
enduring trouble and unpopularity, and 
the Court is greatly reliant upon him. He 
represents that he finds his energies in- 
sufficient, after his long illness, to attend 
to the two duties, and his language is so sup- 
plicatory that wefeel boundto treat him with 
some compassion. We permit him there- 
fore to relinquish the duties of Member of 
the Grand Council that he may give im- 
divided attention to the affairs of the Board.

(2) A Decre Some time ago the 
Censor Féng-ying and others denounced 
Ming-an, Captain General of the Guard’s 
Division, for having made inequitabl 
selections for promotions to vacancies with 
the result that a hand to hand struggle 
occurred between his officers and men. 

‘We thereupon ordered Jui-lien, Briga- 
dier, and others to be consigned to the 
Board of Punishments for examination and 
called upon Ming-an for a full explanation, 
In due course the latter reported that when 
the examination in feot archery was held 
foran appointment tothe post of Lieutenant 
of the Guards Division, although Jui-lien 
hit the target once, he had too short 
length of service for promotion, while Jui- 
pin never hit the target at all, and that 
neither a nominee _ nominee in reserve 
was proposed for the appointment. 

"The Board of Punishments now report 
that they have, ascertained the facts of 
this case and made their award. They 
have discovered that Jui-pin when present- 
ing himself as a candidate for a vacancy as 
Lieutenant in the Guard's Division hit the 
target both on horseback and on foot, and 
being aggrieved at not being appointed he 
went in an abrupt manner into his supe- 
rior’s office and disputed the justice of his 
being passed over. He was tiot under the 
influence of drink nor did he act in a blust- 
ering aud noisy manner. He none the 
less did not behave as he should have done 
and We therefore approve the sentence of 
eighty blows which been awarded him. 
Jui-lien having already been cashiered 
may be exempted from further proceedings. 
Tui-pin has already lost his pay but will 
still have to undergo the punishment of 
the lash. 

The Lieutenants on duty have been 
guilty of grave dereliction of duty in 
struggling and fighting with Jui-lien and 
the others when they were guilty of in- 
subordination, instead of reporting them, 
and they will be consigned to the Board 
for the determination of a penalty. 

‘The was obviously the duty of Ming-an 
to act with fairness in making selections 
for promotions to a vacacy, but he selected 
men according to his own fancy instead of 
upon their relative proficiency in archery. 




















Further, when the matter was called atten- 
tion to by the Censor, and Ming-an was 
directed by Decree to’ explain, he stated 
that Jui-pin had not hit the target, and 
neglected to mention thatJui-lienand others 
had made the required number of hits. 
‘This prevarication is evidently attributable 
toa desire to pereen misdoings and gloss 
over facts. Ming-an will therefore be con- 
signed to the Board for the determination 
of a penalty.
